lin D. Roosevelt, put it this way: 


Our free press has not on ly sur- 


vived — it is an essential part of 
the steadying ballast which enables 
our ship to ride the storm.

Washington, Oct. 1 —(/P)— Chair 


man Donald M. Nelson of the Wai 
Production Board reported

that munitions output in Septem 
ber still was "spotty," indicating 
that the month's output of planes 
tanks, ships and ordnance woulc 
not be closer to the goal than the 
August production record, which he 
has described as not a record "we 
can brag about."
